If Mr. Curtis ever turned out to have been r e ­ 
ceiving fees of $2000 a month from a lawyer for 
the banks and corporations whose executives sup­ 
port him, eyebrow's w'ould be justifiably raised. 
Senator Long cannot complain if doubts linger over 
his relationship with M orris A. Shenker, even 
though the Senate Ethics Committee, so far, any­ 
way, has absolved him*of impropriety. 
Mr. Long entered the Senate in 1960. Since 1961, 
Mr. Shenker has paid him more than $140,000. 
The Senator says the money represented his 
share of legal fees collected from five of his 
clients whom he turned over to Mr. Shenker. 
Yet w'hen the names of the clients were published 
by the Ethics Committee they all looked much 
m ore like Mr. Shenker’s clients than Mr. Long’s. 
Three w'ere companies in which Mr. Shenker had 
been a director or organizer. 
One was a long­ 
time associate of his. 
In the fifth case, Mr. 
Shenker filed a statement with the court that he 
was the client’s sole attorney. 
How are these 
facts to be reconciled with the contention that 
the cases originated with Senator Long? 
Other questions arise. Did Senator Long share 
any fees with Mr. Shenker prior to his becoming 
a Senator? 
Has he shared fees with any other 
lawyers since that time? 
Precisely what legal 
work did he do to earn his fees in the five 
known cases? 
Such questions deserve candid answers. We do 
not believe it has been proved that Senator Long 
used his wiretapping investigation to the benefit 
of Jimmy Hoffa of the Team sters union. On the 
record so far, we think he performed a useful 
public service in that inquiry, and do not ques­ 
tion his motives. But he owes the public a fuller 
explanation of the Shenker fees.

SENATOR LONG’S FEES 
Two very interesting testimonial dinners were 
held in St. Louis last week, one for Senator Edward 
V. Long and one for Representative Thomas B. 
Curtis, his prospective Republican opponent. 
The Curtis dinner was sponsored by bankers, 
corporation executives and other representatives 
of the business community who made it clear they 
regard Mr. Curtis as one of their own. Senator 
Long was the guest of a teamster, steamfitter, 
electrician and other union leaders who obviously 
look on the Senator as their man. 
Mr. Curtis is not to be judged solely by his 
corporation support and Mr. Long is not to be 
judged solely by his labor support. 
Ordinary 
voters have a right to ask, however, that each 
prove himself qualified to represent something 
broader than the special interests that are so 
conspicuous in their campaigns. 
In Mr. Long’s case there is a complicating 
factor. 
The country banker-politician from 
Clarksville not only has the allegiance of urban 
labor, but a history of having received substantial 
and regular fees, since going to Washington, from 
a lawyer closely connected with the teamsters 
and steamfitters. 
Nearly seven of every IO United States Senators 
are lawyers, and many of them in one degree or 
another engage in active practice. It need not be 
assumed that all such practice is improper to 
acknowledge that an ethical problem exists when 
legislators who daily act on matters of vital 
import to various economic interests may also 
serve the same interests in their private capacity. 
The problem deserves the most serious study by 
Congress and the bar alike. 
If Mr. Curtis ever turned out to have been re­ 
ceiving fees of $2000 a month from a lawyer for 
the banks and corporations whose executives sup­ 
port him, eyebrows would be justifiably raised. 
Senator Long cannot complain if doubts linger over 
his relationship with Morris A. Shenker, even 
though the Senate Ethics Committee, so far, any­ 
way, has absolved him* of impropriety. 
Mr. Long entered the Senate in 1960. Since 1961, 
Mr. Shenker has paid him more than §140,000. 
The Senator says the money represented his 
share of legal fees collected from five of his 
clients whom he turned over to Mr. Shenker. 
Yet when the names of the clients were published 
by the Ethics Committee they all looked much 
more like Mr. Shenker’s clients than Mr. Long’s. 
Three were companies in which Mr. Shenker had 
been a director or organizer. 
One was a long­ 
time associate of his. 
In the fifth case, Mr. 
Shenker filed a statement with the court that he
